"Pew persons are perhaps ftware tbftt 


& thing of beauty Is a common pennut 
plant growing singly In a sis cr eight 
Inch pot nnd grown Indoors during tho 
colder months," say* an up to date flor- 
ist In the WnHhlnRton Star. 


"Kept In a warm room or by the 


kitchen stove, a peanut kernel planted 
In n pot of loose, mellow loam, kept 
only moderately moist, will ioon germi- 
nate and grow up Into a beautiful 
plant. It Is In n similar way that the 
pennut planters test their acedu every 
year, beginning even early In tho win- 
ter. and the facility with which tho 
seeds will grow In this way has sug- 
gested to many southern flower lovers 
the possibility of making the useful 
peanut an ornamental plant for tho 
parlor or sitting room window.

most popular Innovation tlifl't the Post- 
office Department hag iiitfoduceil In re- 
cent years, as is shown by the attitude 
of Congress toward the appropriation. 
Instead of trying to cut It down, there 
is manifested a jtencral disposition to 
increase it. 
The only reason why It 


has not been Increased is that the Post- 
master General stated in his report that 
$3,500,000 was all that can be judicious- 
ly and economically applied to rural 
free delivery during the next fiscal 
year. 
The different members of Con- 


gress who spoke on the bill were ex- 
tremely laudatory In their remarks con- 
cerning its u'illty. 
One of the most 


interesting features of their remarks 
was what they said about Its rapid 
growth wherever it had been estab- 
lished. It seems that in nearly all cases 
the volume of postal business increased 
at such a rapid rate that there wr.s an 
encouraging prospect 
that It would 


prove self-supporting and that in some 
eases it would yield a profit to the Post- 
offico 
Department.

paper wflter went to visit his birth- 
place on the Rhine a few weeks ago, 
with the Intention of staying at least 
six fhonths. It Was his first trip to Ger- 
many since he left there more thnn 
twenty years ago, and before his depar- 
ture he gave a supper to bis English 
and German friends. In a farewell 
speech hrs told of his great love for the 
fatherland, hut he added that he loved 
his adopted cor: n try with as much fer- 
vor as any native born. 
His friends 


cheered the sentiment and tossed off 
their glasses to his health and a safe 
voyage. 


One of the party, a German, created 


no end of laughter by predicting that 
the traveler would not stay away from 
Chicago longer than a month. He him- 
self had made a visit to the old home 
last summer, and nfter two weeks of 
handshaking he was anxious to return 
to America, which he did on the first 
steamer that sailed from Bremen. 


• "I wager a supper for all who are 
here," said the one who had been to 
Germany last summer, "that our host 
does not stay in Europe 
six 
weeks. 


He'll be homesick, or 'helmweh,' as We 
Germans call it, before he Is there ten 
days, and if he wants to take me up on 
the supper proposition I stand ready to 
shake hands with him as a pledge that 
he accepts, the wager." 


They shook hands, and the "auf wel- 


deraehen" party came to a close in a 
burst of German song. 


Just &\e weeks from the day he left 


Chicago the German traveler returned. 
The next day he resumed his desk on 
the paper with which he had long been 
connected. 
During the week he sent 


invitations to the friends who were 
with him the night before the depar- 
ture, Inviting them to the "heiraweh" 
supper, as he called It. The supper was 
discussed last night at a down-town 
restaurant, and this Is what the trav- 
eler 'told his friends : 


"It was my intention to remain In 


Germany at least half a year, and I 
probably would have done so liad I not 
visited a drinking resort one clay in 
Berlin, which is frequented by Ameri- 
can tourists. Thare was one of those 
automatic or electric banjos

the 


place, and when I heard it play 'Way 
Down Upon the Suwanee River' tears 
came to my eyes. Think of It! A Ger- 
man, born ill Germany, crying- over a 
negro melody, which 1 had never heard 
until I came to America. 
The plain- 


tive old tune made me homesick for 
Chicago, and I could no more shake it 
off than I could fly. The notes" of the 
familiar old song seemed to bum into 
my brain, and I really believe if I had 
not sailed on the lirst vessel that 
I 


would have gone insane. That is why 
I came back so soon."

The roller Is an Important imple- 


ment on a farm. It presses the earth 
to the seeds, crushes lumps and clods 
and levels the ground. The roller also 
rentiers the work of laying off rows 
nml planting much easier than when 
the ground is simply harrowed.

Cut-worms work during cool nights. 


They will cut down all kinds of tender 
plants. There is no way to get rid of 
them except by poison, which is unsafe 
where 
fowls or animate have free 


range. 
If strips of thick- paper are 


wrapped around such plants as cab- 
bage, peppers, tomatoes, etc., It may 
protect the, plants against the worms 
until the plants ,ivre well grown and 
safe from damage. 


As soon as a cow becomes dry the

Whenever 
any of the1 chicks in n flock are seen 
to be suffering from this sort of treat- 
ment they should be removed from it. 
For this same caune the best develop- 
ment of all the good cockerels one has 
is hard to secure. As the birds mature 
It is seen that one o>r two (those which 
rule the flock) stand out superior to 
the others in general condition. Re- 
move these and one or two others will 
quickly surprise you by the rapidity 
with which they shape up. The best 
way Is to keep every male bird by 
himself or with a few hens or pulljts 
after he begins to assert his Individual- 
ity. 
Not many breeders have facili- 


ties for doing this. The next best way 
is to keep them in as small flocks as 
possible and 
have 
them so nearly 


matched in eize and strength that none 
will be imposed on. 
Most breeders 


keep entirely too many cockerels over 
to sell for stock purposes. The birds 
that sell for $2 or $3 early in the 
spring it does not pay to winter, _yet 
thousands of them are carried through 
every season, and thousands go to the 
pot in March and April every year 
which ought to have gone to the frying 
pan seven or eight months earlier.

had been suspected of petty stealing 
for some time. 
Last Saturday they 


were arrested for stealing barb wire, 
pieces of harness, and some hay forks. 
A search warrant was Issued and the 
harness and forks found In the houses 
of Hall and Yantle, who were taken 
Into custody and brought to Lookout, 
where they were held awaiting exam- 
ination and trial. 


Sunday and for several days follow- 


ing other searches were Instituted, and 
halters, dishes and table cloths which 
had been taken 
from • clothes lines 


were found hidden on the premises of 
the 
suspected 
parties. The charge 


against the elder Hall was petty lar- 
ceny for stealing the forks, lience he 
was allowed to go about on his own 
recognizance. The charges against the 
others were burglary, and their exam- 
inations had been set for June 3. They 
were held in custody, as they were un- 
able to furnish bail in the sum of $300. 


Pending Ihelr examination they were 


being guarded In the Lookout hotel by 
Constable Carpenter, ' assisted by R. 
Nichols. J. W. Brown and S. Goyette. 
The two former stood guard till mid- 
night, and the two latter took their 
places after midnight. 
Calvin Hall 


was stopping at the hotel so as to be 
near his sons. 


A mob, variously estimated from 


thirty to fifty people, .suddenly made 


I its appearance at the hotel, and point- 
ing their guns at the two officers on 
guard, commanded them to observe 
silence while, they secured the five 
prisoners, placed ropes around their 
necks and dragged them toward the 
bridge which 
crosses Pitt river at

guards to accompany them. 


Frank Hall, it is reported, made 


such strong resistance that the mob 
hanged him before it got to the main 
bridge, under a small bridge crossing 
a deep slough. The others were taken 
to the main bridge, and Calvin Hall, 
the father, was hanged on the north 
side and Yantls and the two other 
Halls on the south side of the bridge.
